There were no Israel casualties 
in any of the incidents. 

The first IDF unit crossed the 
border into Lebanon and searched 
the small village of Khanin, about 
six kilometres east cf Moshayv 
Shtula, in the western sector of 
the northern frontier. After the 
search, the unit blew up the house 
of A man suspected of aiding the 
terrorists. 

Another IDF unit searched the 
village of Talusa, some six kilo- 
metres northwest of Kibbutz Ma- 
nara, 

Both villages searched have pro- 
vided jumping off points for terror- 
ist raids into Israel, despite the 
presence of several Lebanese army 
strongholds and a large UN obec. 
vation post in the area. 

Both searches were unmarked by 
fire from any side, aud the units 
suffered no casualties. 

But about on hour after mid- 
night, terrorists opened small arms 
and bazooka fire on an IDF patrol 
moving north of Moshav Zarit in 
the western sector of the northern 
frontier. The wnit, which suffered 
mo casualties, returned fire. 

At 3 o'clock, terrorists again 
opened up with bazookas and small 
arms fire at another Israel patrol 
8 few hundred metres north of 
Metulla. The terrorists used old 
hangars in a former World War I 
RAF camp as their fire base. Less 
than one kilometre from the camp 
are a number of bunkers and 
strongholds held by the Lebanese 
army, which did not intervene in 
the exchange. 

Half an hour later, bazooka fre 
was directed towards Moshav Mar- 
goliot, about two-and-a-half kilo- 
metres west of Kiryat Shmona on 
the northern frontier road. No 
damage and no casualties were re- 
ported.

HIAFA, — The Public Works 
Department will construct a new 
section of highway that wi)) route 
most traffic between here and 
Nazareth over the new, relatively 
fiat and straight Shtar'am-Nazareth 
road, completely bypassing Yagur, 
Kiryat Tiv'on and other built-up 
areas on the present road, as well as 
Kiryat Ata, district engineer Uri 
Zeitlin said this week. 

The new stretch of highway will 
cut about 10 minutes off the 45- 
minute ride between the two points 
It will also form part of ἃ projected 
road between the Nesher cement 
plant and its planned stone quarry in 
Lower Galilee, not far from Tamra. 

‘A stretch of the bypass road will 
run parallel to, but east of, the pre- 
sent highway and will relieve Yagur 
at long last of a major traffic artery 
which has seen many accidents and 
claimed too many lives,’ the ΟΜ Ὁ. 
engineer explained. “‘But how soon 
we can complete the new roads 
depends on the cooperation we get 
from the owners or occupants of the 
land through which the roads will 
τας." 


The first stage of the project, 
which is a part of the national 
highway development programme, 
calls for the construction of nearly 
7.5 km. (see map) of roads and a 
large bridge across the Kishon 
stream, between Yagur and Kfar 
Hassidim. P.W.D. was designing the 
bridge, in coordination with Tahal 
(which is in charge of drainage and 
regulating the flow of the Kishon) 
and would itself construct it, because 
of the need for high-precision work, 
engineer Zeitlin said. The second 
stage will result in the linking of the

Giscard’s ‘wait- and-see’ policy 


aggravates France’s ailing economy

— President Valery Giscard 
g's decision to postpone un- 
til September his impatiently 
awaited measures to revive 
France's ailing economy has produc- 
ed disarray and bewilderment 
among trade unionists, opposition 
political leaders and the general 
poblic, 

Giscard chose the eve of the 
massive August holiday exodus to 
announce on television that the 
Government would use this summer 
break to complete its diagnosis of a 

"situation whose gravity, he admitted, 
had been underestimated by his ad- 
visers. The President recognised 
thst unemployment had reached the 
900,000 mark and that the time had, 
come for a “change of course,” a 
slogan borrowed with unintentional 
but embarrassing irany from the 
French Communist party. 

The logical response expected 
from Giscard was immediate 
emergency action to put the 
economy into shape right away in 
order to cope with the problema 
which will be defined in even harsher 
outline when France gets back to 
work next month. The background to 

‘the President’s decision to wait 
makes it particularly difficult to un- 
derstand his motivation.

“ETGAR," THE NEW Israel Club 
tor Commerce in Diamonds came 
about as the outcome of the 
remarkable developments in 
Israel's diamond industry.

“In a relatively short period, the 
Club, with Mr. Mounitz as its chair- 
man, has grown into a fully authoriz- 
ed diamond exchange. Of course, 
when compared with the big ex- 
change, which is in the process of 
more than doubling its facilities, it is 
stil a simple affair. Yet the new 
building houses a modest but well 
appointed trading hall. The all im- 
portant “northern light’’ that ex- 
poses diamonds to their full advan- 
tage is ample; the glaring sunlight 
which makes an objective apprecia- 
tion of the fine qualities of a diamond 
almost impossible, is happily absent. 
In addition, a sufficient number of 
safes are ready on the premises and 
security precautions are much in 
evidence. 


Weighing facilities 


There are weighing facilities and, 
of course, a cafeteria, all on the 
same floor. The other floors house of- 
fices which are avialable to 
members of the Club. In the near 
future banking facilities will be 
opened on the premises, as the Club 
has signed a contract to this effect 
with Barclays-Discount Bank, active 
in financing the diamond industry. 

There are at present about 250 
members of the Club. Some of them 
are also on the membership list of 
the Diamond Exchange and are con- 
sequently able to visit and trade on 
the two Bourses. This is not unusual 
in the diamond world. The board of 
“big sister,” which originally may 
have frowned somewhat when it 
heard of plans to found a second 
bourse, has now welcomed the 
younger member into the small 
family of diamond exchanges. 

As a rule, the members belong to 
the younger generation of diamond - 
producers. They do not, a3 yet, own 
important plants but usually employ 
small groups, so-called kwutsoth, of 
polishers. It is estimated that among

ALL THE 53 hostages that were held by Japanese Red Army 
gunmen in Kuala Lumpur, and their families, have good reason 
to be relieved at the outcome of this latest terrorist outrage.

In this case therefore it turned out that this form of 
crime against social order did pay, and the danger is that it 
will now encourage even more acts of this nature. 

Thus despite the fine declarations that have been made 
during the last few years by international organizations and 
individual governments about the need to take concerted action 
to stem international terrorism, no forms of cooperative action

Monarchy 
; and Republic

tradition is so strong In Judaism, 
the advent of the Messlanic Age 
being connocted with the restora- 
tion of the monarchy of the House 
of David, that the vast majority of 
the commentators regard the

ONLY one commentator comes 
out as a determined and resolute 
opponent of the institution of the 
Monarchy and a forceful advocate 
of the Republic. That commen- 
tator is Don Isaac Abravanel, who 
spent moat of his adult life in the 
service of kings, in Portugal, in 
Spain and, after this expulsion of 
the Jews from Spain in 1402, 
in Naples. In his old age, however, 
he settled in the Republic of 
Venice and was able to compare 
the two systems. 

“Just consider those countries 
which are monarchies and you 
will see their abominatlons and 
their corruption. Hach one does 
~what he thinks is right and the 
land is filled with violence as a 
result. And who indeed shall con- 
trol him? But today we see many 
countrles which are governed by 
elected judges or by rulers elected 
for a fixed term by the citizens. 
There is the mighty Republic of 
Venice; there is Florence, a credit 
to any country; there is Genoa... 
and other countries which have no 
king but are governed by leaders. 
elocted for fixed terms, and they 
are upright countries In which 
thore is no injustice.”

Stolen treasure 


AMOS MAR-HAIM not getting the 
full amount In Monday night's 
Treasure Hunt was the biggest 
steal in history since Leeds United 
was robbed by that referee of the 
European Cup. From all points of 
view, It was entirely the fault of 
the Israel Television Authority 
and the Ministry of Trangport that 
Amos’ represontatives did not 
reach the site on time. 

Curious as to why ao many peo- 
pte from Bo'er Tuvya wont to the 
afte and stood around chatting 
with Yoram Arbel, without 'phon- 
Ing firat to offer to represent 
Amos, thereby hindering traffic 
and delaying rather than hinder- 
Ing the treasure-sceker, I Initlated 
enquirica at the moshav, and 
found {hat many members of It 
had tried bi ela to ring 
through to offer thelr services, 
only to get “busy" signals from 
the telephoné numbers given by 
"Zach!" Shimont, Not only that, 
many of them coutd not even get 
the "02" of Jerusalem. The same 
thing happened to numbers of peo- 
ple who had correct clues for 
Amos — they couldn't gat through 
tohim. Ifa whole programme Ilke 
this πίπροβ upon the telephone, it 
is palpably abaurd to have so few 
numbers that they are blocked off 
for the duration by {dlotic callers 
with misinformation. 

Furthermore, Arye Orgad, 
generally excellent at his end, 
reacted rather ohtusely to Zachi's 
suggestion that he shorten his 
background material during the 
Unal eritienal minutes: he dis- 
regarded the vequesi, and went 
plodding along with full descr!p- 
tions of the Idiots trying to send 

‘Amos to Herzllya and Ekron.

where he was born or raised, 


Final criticism: the organizers 


have to realize that a partioipa- 
tion programme like this ig going 
to attract some Illiterates and 
seml!-illiterates in Hebrew, as well 
as children. Obviousiy, this 
development is most desirable:

centre. It waa a marvellous 
programme, absorbing and ex- 
citing from start to finish, The ria- 
dle was brilliantly composed, 
moving us in disguised but logical 
clues from Tel Hai to Be'er 
Tuvya, and providing us with fat 
slices of Israel history, partlcular- 
ly of the Air Force, without our 
suffering any pain.

Perhaps a syatem can 
be devised for payment to be sent 
only for correct answers, although 
this would make the money 
calculations rather complicated. 
Amos, who is an Agsistant

system for Israel Television. 

It seomed to me that, apart 
from the ‘phone foul-up, the 
organization moved more 
smoothly than on the firat oc- 
ecaslon: Zachl was as relaxed ag a 
purring eat In front of a warm 
fire, having {ts stomach tickled, 
whereas last time he was tense 
and on edge, Of course, he had 
reason to purr, since he had so 
remarkable a protagonist. 


AMOS wag wonderful, superb, 
miraculous — I cannot find suf- 
ficient -superlatives to describe 
him — from his first analysis of 
the problem until his final com- 
ment that winning ia not 
everything, it's the way the game 
18 played that counts, a statement 
which 1 question in sport but ad- 
mired tn his mouth in the cir 
cumstances. His knowledge was 
not only encyclopaedic, he also 
possessed astonishing intuition, as 
when he worked out Taylorcratt, 
although he was almost led astray 
by Messerachmidt. He picked his 


helpers with consummate ease. 
Perhaps he erred in his reliance 
on the printed word rather than 
personal knowledge: the people 
with long memories would have 
helped him particularly in regard 
to the last stages of the problem. 
But by then he had been misled by 
some misinformation. 

“Treasure Hunt" is now firmly 
established in my mind. as one of 
the best of our indigenous 
programmes; no doubt by next 
month Zachi and Co. wili have 
ironed out the telephone problem, 
and the difficulties caused by ig- 
nerant callers. If the powers-that- 
be feel that the rules do not allow 
them to give Amos the full amount 
of the treasure, which he go richly 
deserves and no doubt needs for 
his son's bar mitzva — by the way, 
mazeltov, Amos — they should 
consider giving him a second bite 
at the cherry, We will certainly 
enjoy watching him in action 
again. 


ZVI GIL'S visit to South Africa 
ave us a far better Moked than 
we usually get. I must confess, as 
a former South African, that I ex- 
pected a didactic programme that 
would inevitably err in not presen- 
ting adequately all aspects of a 
fascinating problem. But Gil did it 
admirably.

THE MANY many ‘Time’ 
magazine buffs here will get a 
real kick out of the “Time” Cover 
Art show that opened last night at 
the U.S. Cultural Conter in Tel 
Aviv. It contains orlginals in 
many mediums that made the 
cover In the ‘fiftles, 'sixties and 
“seventies and reveals a few 
behind-the-scenes secrets about 
how covers are born. 
"Time" ploneered ἃ format and a 
᾿ ‘numbor of innovative journallatic 
techniques; the creative cover 
portrait was one of them. The 
“journallatic portrait" has been a 
major factor In aclling the maga- 
zinc and ‘"Time"” haa no rivala 
among Ils (mitatora In the fleld, at 
least not in Engligh, though “Der 
Spiegel" often comes up with ex- 
cellent covers. It is to the 
magazine's eternal credit that lta 
art editors have reached out along 
an international spectrum of ap- 
Proaches and techniques. This is 
partly reflected in this show, the 
contents of which run the gamut 
from dreadful kitsch via ae- 
complished documentation to 
erealive painting and collage. 

Some ‘Time" covers have even 
been made of photographs of 
sculpture (Le. by Marisol and 
Gerald Scarfe) but, regrettably, 
none are on show here. There is 
however e surprise in the form of 
Louls Glanzman's King Hussein: 
his rather banal and photographic 
portralt is shrouded in 4 real kef- 
fiyeh to which are affixed two 
pieces of ἃ real agai. 

Kitsch does not always make a 
bad cover: the perceptive art 
editor ja aware of what magic 
changes can be wrought with 
photographie reproduction and 
subsequent adjustments in colour. 
"Cropping," or deciding juat how 
much to take out of a work or a full 
painting, is also critical. Finally, 
the work can be dramatically 
enhanced by the judicious placing 
of overlaid titles, the typography 
being crucial to the cropped head 
or. buat. Lacking these cosmetic 
additions, some of the originals are 
very dull, But others are marvels 
of technique and characterization, 
even when painted solely from 
Photographs. However many 
were working drawings from Hfe: 
notable here are Boris Chatlapin's 
superb and incredibly: fresh 
gouache study of Golda Meir: and 
Renalasance revivalist Pietro 
Annigoni’s head of Ludwig

Contemporary portraits are rare- 
ly as atiff: the antithesis of 
Baker'a work is Peter Max’ 
Prince Charles; or David Levine's 
superb pen and ink caricature of 
Wiliam Buckley. 7 

In addition to Golda, Ben Gurion 
made the cover three times, 
Eshkol and Rabin once. But apart 
from Challapin's Golda, only 
reproductions of the Israelis could 
be traced, Oddly enough, Nasser, 
Hussein and Sadat received their 
accolade from two Jewish artists, 
Glanzman and Isadore Seltzer.

Aharon Messey: “Werry” (oils, Rubinstein Pavilion, Tet Aviv). 
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AFTER 25 years of working and 
exhibiting her sculpture here, 
Tsracli-born RUTH ZARFATI has, 
almost suddenly, begun to emerge 
as @ major Israel! artist; her 
current show of some 50 castings, 
mostly in bronze, now on show at 
the Tel Aviv Museum's Helena 
Rubinstein Pavilion, is a real 
achlevement. 

Zarfatl's show carries the stamp 
of both originality and individuall- 
ty. Yet it is in no way contem- 
porary, nor pioneering. Zarfati is 
a highly skilled portraitiast with a 
feeling for caricature who has 
lately experimented with break- 
ing down the human figure in two 
different directions: firstly by 
reagsembling Ilmbs, secondly by 
gradually breaking up her toraos 
Into two separate forms, But she 
is not really much further along 
the road than Daumier and Rodin 
and... Henry Moore. Yet her 
solutions are so striking — and 
often so humourous or touching — 
that one moves around her show 
with growing delight. 

Like Rodin, Zarfat! looks at a 
torso for its own sake, Lopping off 
head and shoulders, she replaces 
them with the breasts, which 
gzeem to function as the deltolds 
over the shoulders. The spinal 
cleft is then moved around to the 
front to cleave the thorax from 
sternum to stomach. The torso is 
then bound in a skirt of drapery, 
the whole deliberately reminis- 
cent of Greek sculptural 
fragments; or split even further 
until the torso divides into’ in- 
dividual trinks, each topped by a 
surviving breast. The transmuta- 
tian of femininity into a semi- 
figurative abstract is very 
parallel to that of Moore, but the 
solution ig strikingly original. 

Zarfatl's varlous angels are 
caricatures of 18th century 
cupids but 14 fa remarkable for 
its verve, balance and pose. Her 
reassembled bables are almoat 
crue] and consist of just head and 
Itmbs, the multiple castinga heing 
combined in different poses; they 
are 8 direct outcome of her doll-

AHARON MESSHG, whore oils 
take up most of the Helena 
Rubinstein Pavilion, is also a 
child of the past. Though largely 
self-taught, this 82-year-old 
Israeli, who first exhibited some 
eight years ago, has absorbed a 
mass of influences, all of them, 
curiously enough, from the 'for- 
ties and ‘fifties. .Messeg's work 
sometimes recalls Yankel Adler, 
early Arle Aroch, Arshile Gorky, 
Max Ernst, and even Graham 
Sutherland. 

Messeg’s world ts made up of 
familiea of rudimentary, loosely 
rectangular figures, often placed 
against other rectangles or 
scumbled backgrounds divided on 
@ basically rectangular basis, ἃ la 
Aroch. Others contain a figure 
with atill life, or his omnipresent 
bird or fish. The technique com- 
bines both linear brush drawing 
and painting, while the 
iconography combines surrealism 
with symbolism. The later works 
achieve breadth and clarity. 

Yet Messeg remaing an in- 
tuitive painter, evidently moved 
by inner urges and sometimes not 
fully aware of the technical 
defects in his combinations of 
colours. However his painting has 
improved enormously, the pearly 
paint surface being free of mud- 
diness of colour, with the textures 
and directions of brush strokes 
receiving the greatest of atten- 
tion. Few Israelis working in oils 
today are so accomplished. Hav- 
ing conquered the problem of 
applying paint, Messeg might now 
woll turn to organizing hia can- 
vases more scientifically, in-

But, more than 
Mexicans today may care to ad- 
mit, thelr country has been form- 
éd not by its colonial past but by 
the continuing proximity of the 


U.S., with its apparently inex- ~ 


haustible wealth and its equally 
apparent disregard for Mexico ex- 
cept as tourist paradise and a 
source of migrant labour. U.S.- 
built factories with their foreign 
technicians often look to them like 
islands of colonialism. 

No thoughtful Mexican can es- 
cape this constant reminder, not 
that America is better," but that 
its citizens do not suffer the grin- 
ding poverty of many in Mexico. 
Moscow may claim, at different 
times, either that southern 
America starves and sells its 
children into slavery, or that it is 
the Soviet Union that knows no 
shortages. Such phraseology 
would not provide a better future 
for one single child in one Mexican 
village. Progress needs an honest 
search for the causes of national 
poverty. : 

This search takes President 
Echeverria on his long study tours 
by bus, criss-crossing the countr 
and talking to Its citizens, hig’ 
and tow. 

‘Within a year of assuming office 
in 1870, President Hoheverria pre. 
sented the firat of his studies 
on this subject to the UN General 
Assembly. There are of course 
bitter memories of Spanish 
colonialism in Mexico and of the 
long struggle it took to win in- 
dependence. But that is long past, 
and memories are not enough. 
Politica! liberation, he argued, 
must be followed by economic 
liberation, Imbalance in the world 
economy has been caused by the 
fact thet a group of nations had 
earlier access to the advantages 
of modern civilization. 

"In the search for a new 
balance, we run the danger that 
partizan interests of limited vision 
will prevall over a more far- 
sighted will for cooperation." The 
poor nations must establish fair 
conditions on which they will work 
with the world community, 


- Otherwise, their autonomy wil! be 


worthless. The north-south, 
aconomic, conflict has become 
more dangerotta than the Hast- 
Weat ideoiogica! quarrel. It-ia a 
view that has been widely adopted 
aince. In a world tailored to suit 
the more powerful nations, the 
argument went on, tariffs should 
be an equalizing factor and aim at 
assisting the developing nations to 


. §row. In fact, it is the developing 


nations that grant concessions to 
the industrialized powers in order 
to obtain machinery and equip- 
ment they must have.

RABBI AVRAHAM Yitzhak 
Hacohen Kook, first Ahskenazi 
Chief -Rabbi of Hretz Yisrael, 
scholar, thinker, poet, mystic, and 
prolific writer, died 40 years ago 
on Elul 8 (August 10 this year). 

Who was Rabbi Kook? Through- 
out hia life he baffled sup- 
porters and opponents alike. His 
celebrated tolerance gave rise to 
a legendary image of ἃ kindly and 
quletistlo mystic for whom life 
held no evil, But he constantly 
took up unpopular causes and he 
strenuously resisted the pressures 
ta accommodate his views to the 
prevalent fashions. The image of 
love and tolerance was upact by 
Kook'a record of unflinching per- 
tinacity. 

The religious wore dis- 
concerted by the yeshiva prodigy 
who evolved into a radically in- 
dependent and iconoclastic 
thinker. The irrellgious did not 
know what to make of the 
Orthodox rabbi who found 
religicusly rodemptive-Messtanic 
meaniypg in the secular Zionism of 
the carly haluteim (pioneers), He 
was determined in his pursuit of 
an intensely religious view of 
Zionism and he disdained the kind 
of tolerance of which G.K. 
Chesterton said that it was the vir- 
tue of people who believed in 
nothing. He reacted sharply to the 
suggestion that religioua Jews 
should separate themselves from 
non-religious Jews: ‘This is an 
Idolatrous ideal’ And he was 
equally opposed to the soft- 
minded and sentimental compas- 
ston which asserts that everybody 
is good. He never allowed himself 
fo be confined within the narrow 
horizons of the cfroumsecribed 
traditions, and he was therefore at 
odds with the rabbis. But he also 
conducted a vigorous debate with 
the anti-religious educators who 
were active in the new 
settlements In Eretz Yisrael. 


RABBI.KOOK was born in 1865 in 
Greiva (Griva), a shietl in Latvia. 
Although he received the kind of 
Jewish education that was 
customary tn i8th-century 
Eastern Europe, he showed at a 
very early age Independence of 
mind and far-reaching curiosity. 
He went beyond the traditional 
Talmud education and studied the 
Bible, Hebrew language, 
philosophy and mysticigm. 

At an early age he became 
renowned as an erudite scholar, 
on a par with the leading rabbis in. 
Eastern Europé. It aoon became 
apparent that the young Kook was 
an unusual rabbi. For he became 
diatinctiva In hig remarkable com- 
dination of scholarship, devout 
religious myaticism, ‘sensitive 
poetical writing, keen grasp of the 
modern crisis of religion, and con- 
corn with social tasues, And all 
these diverse strands were con- 
summately Integrated In his 
roligious νον of the modern 
revival of Jowlsh natlonalism. 

Avraham Yitzhak Kook served 
as rabbi In Eastern European 
communities and he was widely 
regarded as one of the promising 
rabbinical dera. But he was 
convinced that hia Zionist faith 
|Smplled a personal commitment 

tolive in Eretz Yieraal. In 1604 he 


ΣΤ Ἤ went to live in Eretz Yisrael and 


{ {became the Rabbi of Jaffa (Tel 
4 Aviv did not yet exist) and the rew 
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Sacred and profane 


Zionist movement and thus an- 
tagonized the rabbinical ez- 
tablishment. He went on to voice 
criticism of the old type of 
religious education, which was 
limited exclusively to the study of 
the Talmud, and he assisted in the 
establishment of the country's 
first ‘synthetic’ religious high 
school which combined religious 
and secular studies. In 1918 he ted 
ἃ group of rabbis on a one-month 
tour of the new settlements with 
the aim of exploring mutual un- 
derstanding and of devising 
means of spiritual and religious 
guidance. 

He travelled to Europe in 1914 
to participate in a conference of 
the newly-established Orthodox 
non-Zionist Agudat Yisrael 
organization, hoping to be able to 
persuade the Agudat leaders to 
support Zionism. Owing to the out- 
break of World War I, the con- 
ference did not take place, but he 
could not return home. At first he 
resided in Switzerland, and then 
he accepted the Invitation to act 
as rabbi of the Mahazikel. Hadat 
community in London, stipulating 
that the appointment was .tem- 
porary until he would be able to 
return to Eretz Yisrael. After the 
war he returned and was ap- 
pointed Chief Rabbi of Jerusalem. 
When the Chief Rabbinate of 
Eretz Yisracl was formed in 1921, 
he became the first Ashkenazi 
Chief Rabbi, until his death, 


RABBI KOOK thought of the Chief 
Rabbinate as part of the relfgious 
revival which he envisioned. But 
the majority of the rabbis were 
concerned anly with the presorva- 
tion of the traditional patterns of 
rabbinical conduct, Occupying 
one of the most focal positions In 
Jewish religious ite, Rabbi Kook, 
was besieged and embattied by 
the clamour of zealots and the 
contempt of agnostics. 

One of the most painful periods 
in his public life was his involve- 
ment in the polemics about the 
identity of the murderer of Halm 
Arlogoroff, the young head of the 
Jewish Agency‘s Political Section. 
Rabbi Kook took up the unpopular 


defence of Avraham Stavsky, who 
was accused of the murder, thus 
placing himself in what was to 
him the painful position of fighting 
the Zionist Labour Movement. At 
the same time, the religious 
zealots kept up their unrelenting 
campaign of vilification against 
the modernist and Zionist rabbi, 
poisoning the atmosphere in 
Jerusalem's Orthodox quarters 
with slanderous handbills and 
vitrlolic pamphlets. 

Throughout these crises Rabbi 
Kook never shrank from Ahavai 
Yisrael — his love for the whole of 
the Jewish people. And, not sur- 
prisingly, this love was requited 
by the Jewish masses, to whom 
Rabbi Kook was a latter-day saint 
and Prophet. There are moving 
newspaper reports of his 
triumphal] visit In the U.S, in 1924, 
when tens of thousands of Jews 
gave him an enthusiastic 
welcome. And there is (in the 
Kook archives In Jerusalem) & 
curiously expressive street poster 
issued by a London wine 
merchant in 1917, when Rabbi 
Kook wag in London having just 
recuperated from a serious 1}}- 
ness. In the Yiddish of the old 
Eaat End of London the merchant 
urged: “Drink Lehayim, Jews! 
Rabbi Kook has, thank God, 
recovered." 

He was beloved but often mis- 
understood. During his Iife his 
voluminous writings made little 
impact on intellectuals. It is 
therefore significant that In the 
fourth decade after his death, 
Rabbi Kook was rediscovered aa 
ἃ thinker. 


COURSES ON Rabbi. Kook's 
philosophy are given in both 


yeshivot and universities, and’ 


there is an ever-increasing output 
of essays and research papers on 
his thought. There is something 
vital and urgont in what Rabbit 


Kook had to say about the doubts | 


and worries of the 20th-century 
Jew, For his teachings posseas the 
quality of an intelectual and 
emotional! challenge. 

While other rabbis cultivated 
an aloofness from the spiritual up- 
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vance. He can work eight hours a 

day and five on Friday. Or nine 
- hours a day, with two days off. Or 
he can opt for a four-day week of 
12 hours at a time (the fourth day 
would be 9 hours). Obviously he 
will choose the long day only if he 
has plans to be out of town that

RHSULTS? Previously there had 
been 65 workers averaging 2 35- 
hour week. The figure dropped in- 
itlally to 45 workers, but averag- 
ing a 6i-hour week (including 
overtime) — and total output was 
20 per cent higher than before. 
The former deficit is now a profit 
equal to 10 per cent of turnover, 
Rafael’s exports (including output 
of a forging plant in Petah-Tikva)

The employed staff has risen to 
57 and will increase further, to 80 
by the end of the year and 120 by 
the end of next year.

At home I took our one and only 
stereo record, the “Nahal Troupe 
Hit Parade," and laid it gingerly 
on tha Automatle Single-Play, 
henceforth ASP. 

Nothing, except for the whizz of 
the needle. 

My family took this 
stereophonic silence in bad grace, 
and my son Amir, who's a 
redhead, observed that I'd 
probably gone and bought us a 
stereo for deaf-mutes, ha, ha. 

i. phoned Avigdor right away 
and told him that the ASP, which 
had sounded clear as a bell in hia 
shop, refused to perform at home, 


dazzling: "18 watts per channel," 
it said in purple print, ""0.08 per 
cent harmonic distortion’ in 
green, and ‘'20-50,000 Hz Fre- 
quency Response" in peacock 
hlue, Avigdor explained the 
significance of this final state- 
ment, 

“It means a tremendous range 
of sound reproduction,” he said. 
“You'll be able to pick up 
anything from the low rumble of 
the bass to the high squeak of a 
bat." 

I was quite taken by this last 
item, ag I'd always thought the 
human ear couldn't hear bats at 
all. Nor, it soon appeared, could It 
hear the Nahal Troupe, for though 
my children swore they had 
caught the fag end of a Hebrew 
song called Yoyo-Gam through 
tho new amplifier, it still wasn't a 
patch on the bells at Avigdor's, I 
rang up my court-technician 
again. 

"Of course,"" said Avigdor, 
“You need a pre-amplifler."' 

“Then why didn't you tell me?" 

“Ἱ forgot.” 


THE PRE-AMPLIFIER im- 
proved things a little soundwise 
but made rather a big hole in our 
mono-linked family budget, as I 
soon learned that the Nahal 
Troupe also needed something 
called a “demodulator" to in- 
crease their decibellic senaitlvity 
to 180,000 Hz — a quite staggering 
figure, enough to make even 
grown-up bats falnt. 

"Sir," Avigdor told me solemn- 
ly, “you are nearing audiophonic 
perfection!"" 

Though not quite yet, it seemed, 
since we found that our blasted 
stereophony lacked a 
Counterweight Equalizer. One 
was duly bought and added to the 
growing jungie of instruments In 
our Ilving-room.

At this stage of the proceedings 
we tried a few experlments of our 
own, Hke putting the Yoyo 
loudspeaker on top of the 
bookease and the Gam one under, 
and connecting the pre- 
demodulator to the kitehen-mixer, 
But even these extreme measures 
didn't improve the acoustic quall- 
ty of the bats one bit.

Avigdor went pale and 
whispered that he'd just received 
the latest in Quadrophonic Ter- 
minal Detector Units, a fantastic 
improvement, completely wired 
for sound and fury. But when I 
made a grab for his throat he 
came clean,

quality any more," he stuttered, 
“They can only produce new 
terms for it.” 

When I twisted his arm he con- 
fessed that he himself always tells 
his customers, about every gadget 
in the shop, that it's ''Panascope 
supersonic’ Sundays through 
Tuesdays, and “Superscope pan- 
asonic" the rest of the week. 

"I don't know what it means,” 
wailed the poor technician, "but

I LEFT HIM to his stereophonic 
misery and went home to my own, 
which was by now taking up about 
half the living-room. 

Eventually my anger subsided. 
I mean, granted that ASP and the 
Bats aren't much to Hsten to, they 
sure are a feast for the eye. My 
wife has algo resigned herself to 
the miracle monster, which 
towers high over our room like a 
solid, palpable status symbol, Our 
latest acquisition consists of 12 
fibreglass box-covers, one for 
each member of the ASP advigory 
panel.

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For there is a “language of 
Safad,’’ we learned. On the 
Wednesday evening someone had 
been te}ling us about a group of 
newcomers: “They're a good 
group of people. They're fine 
professionals, and they have a fine 
civic sense, The only trouble is; 
they don't speak the languages of 
Safad — and I don't mean merely 
Hebrew, though they don’t speak 
much of that, either.” 

The speaker, himself a former 
American, a Safadi since 1973, 
was speaking of a group of eyen 
newer settlers, mainly from 
English-speaking countries, who 
have been making efforts to atir 
up civic action in the town and to 
draw more of their Diaspora ex- 
countrymen there. They had. 
recently brought out-the second - 
issue of thelr mimeographed 
bulletin, “Citizens for a Better 
Safad," 811 in English; thelr first 
issue had contained some 
Hebrew. : 

Earlier that day, we had gone 
to Rosh Pinna by bus and got a lift 
back with a veteran Israell living 
in Safad since 1955. He sald: “I'm 
about the only old-timer and non- 
native-English speaker still par- 
tlolpating in any way in the 
meetings of the Citizens for a 
Better Safad. Look, they're good 
people, and they have good ideas 
for drawing allya and for doing 


- things for Safad, But they hardly 


speak Hebrew, And — you see — 
don't mean only ἔπ..." ἢ 
We asked our Rosh Pinna-Safad 
driver about the Bratzlav project, 
which has involved the demoll- 
tion of some condemned buildings 


_ which had been the homes of 


some of the greats of Safad's Kab- 
balistic heyday. He is Sephardi, 
and apparently not espectally 
Orthodox. Hia views were typical 
of most of the comments we heard 
during our 48 hours in Safad, from 
Sephardim and Ashkenazim, 
Orthodox and otherwise. 

“I suppose," he said, “more 
attention coxld be paid to the 


preservation of authentic 
historical sites. But look — some 
of those buildings: there really is 
no evidence of their authenticity. 
Those men lived in this house a 
while, in another house a while, 
and. then in stlll another. So 
really! Besides, the Bratzlav peo- 
ple didn't really demolish 
‘houses.' Those buildings were 
damaged — some of them very 
badly — in the 1887 earthquake, 
On top of all that: Safad doesn't 
need preserved historical wrecks: 
Safad needs living people doing 
living things, and if the 
Bratzlavers can come through,

Safad, it seems, has three 
“authentic Ari synagogues — 
{.e., three synagogues which are 


- the “actual” places where the Ari 


prayed, taught, communed, in his 
effort to speed the Redemption of 
Man and the Jewish people. (The 
Ari, born in 1584 In Jerusalem to a 


, father from Germany and a 


Sephardi mother, iived only 20 
months of the 88 years of his life in 
Safad, where he is buried.) One is 
the Sephardi Ari Synagogue, on 
the edge of the Bratzlav area, a 
reconstruction of the “‘original" 
one, which was wrecked in the 
earthquake, but which still hag the 
“very cubicle” in which the Ari 
used to commune in solitude. A lit- 
tle higher up in the Old City, to the 
southeast, are two Ashkenazi Ari 
Synagogues, separated only by.a 
lane. These, built after the Ari's 
death, mark the “very spot" 
where the Ari and his disciples 
went outside to greet the Sabbath 
Bride every Friday evening, faa- 
ing the sun setting behind Mt. 
Meron. The larger of the two has 
no mezusa on its doorpost 
becausé, we were told by the chief 
gabbai, the whole buliding [8 ho- 
ly, sanctified by the Holy Ari.” 

At the entrance to Safad, our 
driver from Rosh Pinna pulled in 
at the Sonol petrol station to 
refuel. Before a word was spoken, 
two attendants deployed 
themselves on either side of the 
ear, sprinkled water on the 
windscreen and windows and 
gave them a brisk cleaning, also 
running thelr cloths over the car's 
body. :
